They had undertaken to expend, to the, 
last drop, their best blood and their follcat 
treasure in order’ that government of th 
poople, -by the people, and? for. the f 


‘should not perish from: the face of, :the 


earth. (Applause) In the splendid words 
of Vresident Wilson, Our Democracies 
are, iiterlocked in order that’ the prin: 
ciple of Democracy may be ‘made seenre 
for the whole world, even for those men 


who l-day. are standing under the strong 
spell of tyranny and facing against’ that 
which really is ‘their only hope of Jiherty 
and nationa) development. ear, heax,} 
They. must not merely mako the world 
sate for Democracy; thoy must also make 
Democracy safe for the world, The world 
was‘ only just beginning to plumb the 
depths ‘of that principle, aod it was hy 

t ine. now that they were 
going to make themeclves strong. and 
powortal so .that they would be able’ to 
and Democracy on. to. -others,  Demo- 
cracy, like other great words, had been 
misunderstood and: “abused. “Democracy 
was 16t a ‘form of government; it was 
rathe; a great principle underlying’ the 
best forms of government.” If he was not 
mistaken, Democracy, was the applicution 
in government. and politics of the prin- 
ciple. of free choice. After referring to 
the operation of liberty in tho social state, 
the speaker said that all men. wero nlike 
in tlat they possessed the power — of 
choice, and upon tho exéreise of that 
power.depended the .character “of tho 
manhood’ which | they’ were: going -.to 
develop, i 


,, Phat was. what they called liberty, and 
if thy applied that to. citizenship and 
government, then they had the principla 
of Democracy in operation.’ It worked 
out in the direetion of self-dotermination 
and that had’ its:chief symbol: in’ the 
franchise. Every’ man and every. woman 
had .u:definite right to give offective ‘ex- 
Pression to'his or her wall’ in. all, that 
pertained’ to. ‘the’ development of: ‘the 
individual and of society. In the past, 
he thought, they had laid too much stress 
‘upon the privileges and’ tog little apon 
the responsibilities, .

The Rome Correspondent of the Morn- 
ing Post, writing on’ August Ith, says s--- 
The visit of M. Poinenré to-the Italian 
Sront.is cunsidered: to he the most impor.
